A WAR PICTURE. 


The Osswatomie Herald gives the follow- 
ing notice of Allison, who was killed by 
Quantrall’s men just previous to the skir- 
misb at Tate's house: 

n the spring of 68, Mr. George Allison, a 
stone cutter by trade, moved with his fami- 
ly from Ohio, intending to settle in Kansas. 
On arriving at Independence, Mo., he op 
ped for rest and time to look around. He 
came out to Kansas aod took a claim near 
Squiresville in Jobeson county; but owing 
to the rush for claims, and the troubles then 
existing, he failed, after many fruitless ef- 
forts, to ure bis claim, and in order to 
preserve his little means, and give tims for 
things to settle, he finally purchased forty 
avres of land near Independence, calcuia- 
ting to improve it, and when the times be- 
came more peaceable to sell bis improve 
ment, sod carry out bis original intention 
of settling in Kansas. In the meantime be 
wentto Pike's Peak to better bis fortune, 
and had succeeded somewhat in doing 60, 
till a flood came and swept away all his hard 
earnings. During his absence, the accurs- 
ed rebellion broke out with all its force—and 
bis lonely and unprotected family began to 
feel its effects ten-fold. 

Mrs. Allison, a well educated and very in- 
telligent lady, who, on her first settlement 
among her pro-slavery neighbors had been 
deridingly styled a ‘‘stuck up Yankee,” and 
“Black Republican,” was not in the Jeast 
slow in taking a firm and decided stand for 
the Union, and with that love of country 
and determination of spirit that vharacter- 
ize her eex, she and her daughter—a young 
girl of fifteen years old—made a beautiful 
Union flag and nailed to ber house-top: and 
through most of the summer that flag wav- 
ed jo the breeze, in» spite of the threats and 
imprecations of her secession neighbors— 
uatil hatred to her, and the cause she main- 
tained induced them to harsh treatment. 


'|'Phey haunted her son, a boy of seventcen| 


years, until he had to fly to the Union army 
for safety. They posted guards around her 
house day and night, in hopes of securing 
the returning husband. He finally came, 
and the old flag was agaio seen waving from 
the house top, which sbowed with double 
force the cnconditional stand he took in sus- 
taining the course followed by his heroic 
wife, This was cause for further and re- 
newed efforts tu take his life, and soon the 
bloodhounds were upon bis track, and he 
was obliged to flee, with his family, toa 
He wok refuge in Kansas 
City, thinking he could save some of his 
property, and then cometo Kansas, About 
two weeks ago, in company with a Union 
soldier and his little boy, aboat nine years 
old, he started to save a remnant of stock 
that had escaped the eyes of the rebels— 
when about half-way on the road to Inde- 


*| pendence, they were met by Quantrall and 


has band, who halted them, asked the sol- 
dier what command he belonged to, and Mr. 
Allison his name—ordered them to dis- 
moant, and the soldier to give up his arms, 
They shot the soldier with a revolyer and 
shot Mr. Allison with the soldier's gun. 
Not content with merely killing them, they 
pierced them through with many balls, rob- 
bed them ofall their clothing, taking a watch, 
some money and valuable papers from Mr. 
Allison, and then set fire to the bovlies, and 
told the little boy, who had stood by and 
witnessed this bratal and heart-rending 
scene, to ‘run quick and tell bis mother."” 

‘The broken-hearied woman sent and pro 
cured the remains of her husband, and now, 
even in this the darkest hour of her great 
trouble, does her love for her country and 
freedom, shine out in its truest light. She 
brings out the Fiag—the one that she made 
with ber own hands, which she had never 
“surrendered to the enemy,” and spreads it 
over the coffin of her bus! + whose re- 
mains she had buried along with the soldier 
who fell with him, in the **honors of war.’” 

All that is left her now is her children; 
one son in Col. Jennison’s regiment, and 
the little girl and little boy above mention- 
ed. Her oldest son went to Texas two years 
ago, and she bas never heard from him; she 
supposes bim to have fallen there a martyr 
to bis principles, and her busband rests 
quietly with the Flag of his Country fold- 
ed across his breast. 


A good answer was given by Col. Myers 
to a eecesh lady m Gallatin, Tenn.

Mrs. Buuler, whose husband owns the 
farm house shelled by Ayres's guns, near 
Centerville, took me into the atic rooms 
where our 12-pounder went through, and 
talked with mealong while about the events 
subsequent to the battle of che 18th. Her 
sympathies are on the rebel side, and co 1 
cannot disbelieve her frightful and sicken- 
ing narrative of the attrocitiés of the vie- 
wrs. Nineteen of our men were buried near 
her house, But in a few weeks every 
corpse had been dug up, the flesh boiled or 
hacked from the bones, and the latter dis- 
tributed as mementoes of Southern conquest 
and barbarism. The stench engendered by 
this monstrous process was sv horrible that 
the family had to leave the place, aud much 
sickness ensued among the troops. Mr. 
Butler confirmed the statement of his wife. 
There is no doubt of its truth. Among 
the staff left behind at the camps, joints of 
human vertebra and buman skulls, scraped 
and polished, have been found to-day. Mrs. 
Butler told me that on the night of the 20th 
a mounted Federal courier came within theic 
lines aud asked for Gen. McDowell's head- 
quarters. As he put the question he saw 
the Pajmetto in the hat of the South Curo- 
Jina guard, and put spurs to big horse, but 
was shot and killed. Dispatches io cipher 
were found on hia person. He was buried, 
but dug up within a week, the flesh boiled 
from his bones, and the latter exhibited as 
emblems of ‘‘an invader’s fate.''"—Cor. NV.

ray sincerely for such enemies as these 
fave proved.” 


«Some of the residents at Centerville say 
that members of the Sanitary Commissior 
and other soldier-visitors to Manassas, as- 
sert positively that there is evidence so 
strong a8 to force the belief that the Missia- 
sippi coldiere bave been inthe habit of dig- 
ging up the bodies of National soldiers bur- 
ied at Ball Ran, boiling off the flesh and 
making the bones into trophies. The skulls 
were frequent tent ornaments, and were also 
used for sop dishes. Knives and forks, 
rings, and even spurs, were constructed 
from the bones. Soldiers of the Brooklyn 
14th recognized on the field of Bull Run, by 
their red trowsers, comrades who had fallen 
there, lying unburied and headless. Resi- 
dents in the vicinity asserted that after the 
battle the rebel soldiers passed their houses 
with what they called, with unseemly mer- 
riment, Yankee skulls, on their bayonets, 
—Dispatch to the N. ¥, Tribune. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Tribune, 
in a report of the pursuit uf Price by Gen. 
Curtis, says : ‘To-day the Benton Hussars 
went out on a scout in the neighborhood of 
Bentonyille. One of their number strayed 
from this company and was afterwards found 
in aprivy, bis bead mashed with stones and 
his body disfigured. Some whisky was 
found in the place, and the boys proceeded 
to imbibe. Before morning one captain ond 
several privates died of poisoning, while one 
mujor, two captains and about forty men nar- 
rowly escaped the same fate, and have been 
rendered unfit for service, for how long no 
one can tell.

AIR, SUNSHINE AND HEALTH. 


A New York merchant noticed, in the 
rogress of years, that each successive 
Sek eae gradually lost Lis health, acd 
finally died of consumption, however vig- 
crous and robust he was on entering his 
servi At length it occurred to him that 
the little rear room where the books were 
kept opened in a back yard, and was 0 si 
rounded by high wills that no sunsbine 
came into it from one year’s end to avother, 
‘An upper room, well lighted, was immedi- 
ately prepared, and bis clerks bad uniform 
good Beatth ever after. A familiar case to 
general readers is derived from medical 
works, where an entire English family be- 
came ill, and all remedies seemed to fail of 
their usual results, when accidentally, a 
window glass of the family room was bro- 
ken in cold weather, It was not repaired, 
and forthwith there was a marked improve- 
ment in the health of the inmates. The 
physician at once traced the connection, 
discontinued his medicines, and ordered 
that the window-pane should not be replaced. 
A French lady became ill. The most emi- 
neut physicians of her time were called in. 
but failed to restore her, Atlength Dupey- 
tren, the Napoleon of physic, was consult- 
ed. He noticed that she lived ina dim, 
ryem, into which ibe suo never shone; the 
house being situated in one of the narrow 
streets, or rather lanes of Paris. He at 
once ordered more airy and clieerful apart- 
ments, and all: ber complaints vanished. 
The lungs of a dog become turberculated 
(consumptive) in a few weeks, if kept eon- 
fined in a dark cellar. The most common 
plant grows spindly, pale and scraggling, if 
no sunlight falls upon it. The greatest 
medical names in France, of the last centu- 
ry, regarded sunshine and pure airas equal 
agents in restoring and maintaining health. 
From these facts, which cannot be disputed, 
the most common mind sobuld conclude 
that cellars, and rooms on the northern side 
of buildings, or apartments into which the 
sun does not immediately shine, should nev- 
er be occupied.as family rooms or chambers, 
or as libraries or studies. Such apartmenis 
are only fit for stowage, or purposes which 
ver require persons to remain in them 
over afew minutes ata time, And every 
intelligent and humane parent will arrange 
that the fami.y room and the chambers shall 
be the most commodious, lightest ana 
brightest apartments ia bis dwelling.

Aw Inquiry Axswenev.—The editor of 
the Jamestown (N. Y.) Journal wishing to 
give the amount of petroleum oil shipped 
over the Atlantic and Great Western Bait 
road, addreseed a note to the superintendent 
asking a monthly statement of sach ship- 
ments.

VALUABLE RECEIPTS. 


Pot-Pies. 

A good pot-pie is a good thing; heavy, 
balf-cook nee is poor eating, aud hard 
to be digested, whether cooked in the form 
of bread loaves, biscuits, orin a kettle. A 
lady reader of the American Agriculturist, 
whose pot-pies we have proved and approv- 
ed more than once, writes out the following 
directions: Make the dough just as for rais- 
ed biscuits; an egg, beaten and mized in with 
the butter or lard shortening, improves the 
lightness and quality, but is not necessary. 
When the meat is boiled nearly enough, cut. 
the dough into small biscuit eize, and lay 
the pieces not among the meat, but on a per- 
forated tin placed in the pot just above the 
liquid; cover and cook them through by the 
steam. Stir a@ little flour into the meat 
liquor and boil it well; Iay the cooked crust 
on the dish and pour over it the gravy and 
the meat. (2) Mrs, Lucy Upson, of 
Pecatonica, Winn: ee Co., Il., contrib- 
utes the following: ‘For the crust, use 1 
pint of sweet milk, 1 teaspoonful of soda, 
2 teaspoonfuls cream of tartar, butter the 
size of an egg, and flour enough to make 
dough as stiff as for tea-biscuit, Roll out 
and cut like biscuit and drop on the top of 
the chicken, cover and boil twenty minuies."” 

Mear ror Por-Pres.— Tender poultry is 
of course preferable, when to be obtained; 
but slmost any kind of meat not too fat, an- 
swers well. Good veal, and lamb, areynext 
to poultry, but beef, lean pork, or spare-rib, 
or any kind of Jean meat is {ar from « poor 
substitute, if the crust be made light. 


Recipe ror maxtxe Novnisument ror 
THOSE WHO ARE UNABLE TO Eat.—Here is 
comething which was used by a most ex- 
cellent physicinn in our family, in France, 
with the happiest effects, many years since. 
And for those who lie almost at death's door, 
from lack of proper nourishment, it is bota 
simple and potent. Take of soft-shelled al- 
monds (the kernels) two ounces; soften 
them in warm water till the yellow skins 
can be easily removed, which done, bruice 
them finely in a mortar; then add the same 
weight of pure loaf or crushed sugar, which 
should be well mixed in with the almond 
kernels in the mortar; then add two ounces 
of sweet milk, boiled. After the whole has 
been thoroughly compounded, it should be 
strained through a cloth; then it is ready 
to use. How to use it: Givein teaspoonfuls, 
as often as required. Try it—L. L.— Rural 
New- Yorker.
